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4 LITTLESTOWN 
MEN OVERCOME 
TRYING TO SAVE 
VICTIMS OF GAS 


At least four Littlestown men, in- 


cluding Chief of Police H. S. Roberts 
who 
directed rescue 
operations, 


were overcome to varying degrees 
by gases which filled the cesspool in 
which Maurice Bechtel, 43, and his 
son, Donald, 21, died Tuesday after- 
noon in Littlestown. 


More than a half hour was spent 


In removing the two bodies from 
the 10-foot pit which was filled 
with a deadly gas, generated, it is 
believed, after a five-gallon con- 
tainer of sulphuric acid was dumped 
into the pool last Saturday in pre- 
paration for the cleaning operation. 


The two bodies finally were pulled 


to the top of the pil with grappling 
hooks from the Llttlestown fire en- 
gine house. Iron gratings that pro- 
tected the top of the pit had to be 
cut through before the two bodies 
.could be drawn from the cesspool. 
Then Chief Roberts and five or six 
other .Llttlestown fire police, who 
have had first aid training, applied 
artificial respiration until tinhalators 
arrived from Gettysburg and Han- 
over. Attempts to revive the Bech- 
tels were abandoned about an hour 
alter the double tragedy occurred 
and IJr. C. G. Crist, county coro- 
ner, pronounced the men dead from 
th owning. 


Sun Cullupsed First 


The investigation of tiie tragic 


deaths disclosed that Maurice anc 
hi.s 
.son and the former's 
father 


Daniel Bechtel, 76, all of near Lit- 
tlt.stown. had been working at the 
cesspool Tuesday morning and hat 
completed all the cleaning opera- 
tions that could be handled from 
tile surface. The remaining tootvto 
.six inches ol liquid in the pit wouit 
have to be dipped out. 


Donald placed fa ladder and as 


he reached the bottom of the pit 
thp lumes felled him in a foot of 
water. 
Ills lather, calling to the 


tiiandfather who had walked to a 
tiuek nearby, started to go to hi.s 
ion's rescue but toppled from the 
ladder before he i cached tile bot- 
tom. 


Daniel Bechtel called for help and 


one of the first to respond was 
Chief Roberts who happened to be 
in the Stanley Stover electrical shop 
on Baltimore street, at the rear of 
which the cesspool was located. 


Moie lulp was called and then 


after both Chief Roberts and Sam- 
uel Burnish, also of Littlestown, 
found iL impassible to use the ladder 
to reach the unconscious men they 
lowered Nicholas Schuhart by a 
rope. He losl consciousness as lie 
readied the boy's body and had to 
be hauled" to the surface lo be re- 
vived. 
Samuel Homier, hardware 


merchant whose place of business Is 
located nearby, also made an at- 
tempt and 
was overcome by the 


fumes. 


Then the grappling hooks were 


pressed into service. 
Although the 


rescuers were made ill by the fumes 
as they worked over the edge of the 
pit, the bodies were raised to a point

The two denominations grew out 


of the disagreement of Martin Lu- 
ther and Ulrich 
Zwlngll in. the 


Mai burg, Germany, meeting of the 
two great reformers In 1529. They 
agreed on 14 14 articles of faith, but 
could not icconclle their doctrines 
on the literalness of the Biblical 
words about the presence of Christ's 
body m the Communion.

merged into the Evangelical Church 
of Germany under the guidance, of 
Frederick III of Prussia in 1817, the 
denominations went separate paths 
elsewhere.

The "nam e" merger occurred two 
years ago at Columbus, Ohio, be­ 
tween 
the 
Evangelical 
Synod 
of 
North America and the Reformed 
Church in the United States, but 
many provisions were inoperative 
until 1940 
The two denom inations grew out 
of the disagreem ent of M artin Lu­ 
ther and Ulrich 
Zwingli 
in 
the 
Marburg, Germany, meeting of the 
two great reform ers in 1529 
They 
agreed on 14'i> articles of faith, but 
could not reconcile their doctrines 
on the literalness of the Biblical 
words about the presence of C hrist’s 
body in the Communion. 
Although 
the 
branches 
were 
merged into the Evangelical Church 
of Germany under the guidance of 
Frederick III of Prussia in 1817, the 
denom inations went separate paths 
elsewhere 
More than 200 ministerial and lay 
delegates, together with denom ina­ 
tional officers, board secretaries and 
other executives, will effect the final 
union. 
It will include 2.478 ministers, 2.- 
062 charges, 2,873 congregations— 
with a total com m unicant member­ 
ship of more than 650,000 and a 
Sunday school enrollm ent of almost 
600,000 
Four preparatory schools, 
eight colleges and three theological 
seminaries will be affiliated. 
The 
Reformed 
church 
has its 
major strength in eastern Pennsyl­ 
vania and in Ohio, with a scatter­ 
ing of churches westward 
to the 
Pacific. 
Tile PJvangelical synod largely is 
concentrated in the Mississippi val­ 
ley.

French cabinet announced today 
that it had named plenipotentiaries 
who are to receive Germany's terms 
for a cessation of hostilities. 


The names of the French plcni-, 


potentiaries were not announced. 
The government of the reich .will 
make known the date and place 
where they will be received as soon 
as they are announced. 


The German reply considered by 


the cabinet this morning demanded 
the naming of plenipotentiaries as 
a prelude to considering the French 
request for the ending of hostilities.

"The cabinet met this morning

"According to the teims of this 


communication the government of 
the reich is ready to make known 
to the French government its con- 
ditions for the cessation of hostili- 
ties.

SENATE RENEWS 


ECONOMY DRIVE 


Washington, June 19 (AP)—Un- 


daunted by two defeats, senate ad- 
vocates of heavy alahhes hi govern- 
ment spending lenewed their eflorts 
today to write an economy order 
into the $1,007,000,000 defense tax 
bill. 


Senator Byrd (D.-Va.) proposed 


Tuesday that the President be "au- 
thorized and dhected" to cut federal 
expendituies 10 per cent—except for 
military items—but his colleagues 
voted 41 to 35 merely to authorize 
the curtailment. 


The senate also rejected, 47 to 33, 


a mandatory five per cent cut ad- 
vanced by Senator Tydings (D.-Md.) 


Tycl.ngs suggested a three per 


cent reduction, and Senator O'Ma- 
lioney (D-Wyo) recommended that 
senate and house committees, be di- 
recced to cut a half billion dollars 
rom 1JM1 appropriation bills al- 
icady enacted.
